Dwight H. Green, which 
has been in power here for years 
and which has permitted wide- 
open gambling and vice. 


How Grand Jury Is Chosen, 

County supervisors are elected 
from the 36 townships in the 
county. When a grand jury is to 
be chosen, each supervisor selects 
the name of 10 persons from his 
township. Names of all those se- 
lected then are placed in a box, 
or a hat, and the first 23 drawn 
out are those called to serve on 
the jury.

The Post-Dispatch is taking 
steps, involving an investment of 
$1,000,000, to assure a more ade- 
quate supply of newsprint paper. 
The investment is in a newsprint 
mill now under construction near 
Birmingham, Ala.. which will use 
Southern pine as basic raw ma- 
terial, 

The new mill, being constructed 
by the Coosa River Newsprint 
Co., is in effect a co-operative 
undertaking in which several oth- 
er large newspapers will make 
substantial investments. Total 
cost will be about $32,000,000. The 
mill will be operated by the Kim- 
berly-Clark Corp., a large paper 
manufacturer, which also is fi- 
nancially interested in the proj- 
ect. 

Construction of this mill results 
from the efforts of newspaper 
publishers to obtain relief from 
serious shortage of newsprint 
which since the war has retarded 
the progress of newspapers. The 
mill is expected to produce an- 
nually, beginning in January 1950, 
approximately 100,000 tons of 
newsprint, the greater part of 
which will be prorated to the 
participating newspapers in pro-

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Completion of the 1100-mile 
Trans-Arabian pipe line is being 
delayed by the reluctance of the 
Office of International Trade, an 
agency of the Commerce Depart- 
merit, to permit shipments of pipe 
from the United States, Burt E.

Last June 18 the Commerce De- 
partment announced postpone- 
ment until this month of a de- 
cision on whether to let 68,000 
tons of pipe go to Saudi Arabia 
for fhe pipeline to the Mediter- 
ranean. No official explanation 
was given but some Congressmen 
had protested that a pipe shortage 
here at home was delaying oil 
and irrigation projects. Unsettled 
conditions in the Middle East also 
were said to have influenced the 
decision .

Project Abandoned. 

In 1943, before the Big Inch 
Pipe line was built, the Army and 
Navy urged the government to 
build the Trans-Arabian pipe line’ 
to expedite the supply of oil for 
military operations in the Medi- 
terranean and European war 
theaters, Hull recalled. “This 
project,” he said, “was submitted 
to Congress and was abandoned 
only because of opposition to the 
government’s going into the oil 
business, particularly in a for- 
eign country.” 

A report of the Senate War In- 
vestigating Committee published 
last spring revealed that more 
than $99,000,000 in lend-lease and 
other American aid was given by 
Washington to King Ibn Saud’s 
government during World War IT, 
primarily to protect American oil 
company concessions in Saudi 
Arabia. The report said Ameri-

‘mess, and Peter's fame spread. 

| Other guards, pathetically eager 
‘for some reminder of the life they 
ihad left behind them, begged 
‘Peter to decorate their huts. Peter 


Peter was first allowed to write 
to his family, and to receive let- 
ters from them. 

| Until then, his family had heard 
from him only once in the five 
years since his imprisonment. In 
the railway wagon which took him 
‘to Siberia, Peter had scribbled a 
‘message describing his fate, and 
thrown it through a grating. Some 
daring and sympathetic person 
found the message, and some 
months later Peter’s family re- 
ceived it in a plain envelope in 
the ordinary mail. 

Peter’s family must have been 
courageous and persistent. When 
his sentence officially ended in 
| 1944, they constantly pestered of- 
| ficials to allow their son to return 
to Moscow. Nothing happened, 
Then in 1945, greatly daring,

The big money in gambling casinos, 
in slot machines and in- games results 
in bribes. of one sort of another. It is 
undoubtedly a fact that where slot ma- 

‘chines, gambling and other things go 
on, it has corrupted city officials, county 
officials and reached into the state and 
Perhaps federal officials. 

Corruption from illegal acts runs 
from merely winking at the acts in ex- 
change for support at election to di- 
rect campaign contributions to abso- 
lute pay-offs. If all parties who have 
been contaminated by gambling and 

have been paid off in one way or an- 
“Other were convicted, it would require 
an addition to Menard to hold about

People are divided into two elasses. 
Class .1 is those who respect and obey 
lfw even though they may disagree 
with that law. Class 2 consists of those 
who do not respect law and break or 
disobey some law they do not happen 
to like, and continue to do so. 

The gambling evil, if it be an evil, 
has many thousands of followers in IIli- 
nois and elsewhere who disobey the 
‘law. Maybe pulling a slot machine han- 
die is not illegal for the one playing 
it, or playing bingo or roulette or at 
dice. Maybe the operator alone is 
breaking the law, but before he can 
break the law, these thousands must 
assist him. And they come out on Fri- 
day, Saturday and Sunday nights and 
assist him regularly while an orchestra 
Plays soft music. 

These people, these thousands, who 
do this, are assisting in lawbreaking. 
They are helping break the law. They 
are partners in crime, just as the man 
is who watches while the burglar en- 
ters a building. 

It is a case of little lies and big lies; 
petit larceny and grand larceny. There 
would be no big gamblers to corrupt 
_- politics, to bribe officials and to wage 
‘ gang wars if they did not have the 
' gupport of thousands of minor partners. 
The hundreds who feed the hungry 
maws of the slot machine, pour the 
greenbacks across the dice tables and 
- into roulette, are the partners in crime 
to bribing officials and to gang war, 
-.corruption and all that. 

Many do not think of it in that way. 
It seems a long way from the women 
who now crowd bingo games in gam- 
bling parlors to corruption of public 
officials. But those women and men 
playing those illegal games, disrespect- 
ing law, upholding those who break law 
and breaking it themselves, make it 
‘possible for gambling to make the money 
it does make so rapidly. : 

They assist in breeding contempt of 
law. When lawyers and bankers meet 
in gambling joints, they throw a cloak 
of respectability over lawbreaking. 

Is it any wonder gamblers can be 
bold in bribery and in political threats?

The Post-Dispatch can carry this 
thing down to where about 90 per cent 
of the blame rests—with a thoughtless 
public which deliberately assists in law- 
breaking, and thinks it smart, The

leads to bigger and worse crimes. 

It is the case of the little criminals 
making the big ones.

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may have seen no need for action on “my part” 
in the Peoria county gambling scandals last 
week, but he surely can’t say the same thing 
now. The case today demands his active inter- 
est, if he wishes to represent himself to the 
voters as fulfilling the duties of his office. 

Here is the situation; State’s Attorney Roy 
P. Hull, Sheriff Earl E. Spainhower and Charles 
Somogyi, investigator for Hull, are all under 
grand jury indictment on charges of corruption 
in office. Special Prosecutor Verle W. Safford 
is retained to prosecute Hull and Somogyi, but 
Hull is scheduled to prosecute the Sheriff. Since 
all three have pleaded not guilty, Hull is in 
the anomalous position of being the prosecutor 
of a fellow defendant! , 


In other words, Hull will be insisting on his 
own innocence and. attempting to prove it in 
court at the same time that he is undertaking to 
prosecute Sheriff Spainhower on a related 
charge of malfeasance. It would be hard to 
think of a state of affairs which would make 


less sense. Cértainly none could make much . 


more of a joke of the law, 


This is where Attorney’General Barrett comes 
in—or where he would come in if he had any 
stomach for his job. One of his sworn duties, 
set forth in the statutes of Illinois, is “to consult 
with and advise the State’s Attorney.” This 
same law says that when, in the judgment of 
the Attorney General, “the interest of the people 
of the state requires it, he shall attend the trial 
of any party accused of crime and assist in 
the prosecution.” 


These are not idle words. Previous Attor- 
neys General have given them meaning and 
their acts have been passed upon by the Illinois 
Supreme Court. In the administration of one of 
Mr’ Barrett’s Republican predecessors, Edward 
J. Brundage, members of the Attorney General's 
staff went into Rock Island county and took 
part in the grand jury proceedings. The con- 
dition against which the Attorney General’s of- 
fice threw its weight then was, interestingly» 
enough, one of widespread gambling and flout- 
ing of the law. 


The legality of the work of the Attorney Gens- 
eral was tested in the Illinois Supreme Court. 
Speaking for a unanimous bench, Justice Dunn 
said: . 

It is not only the duty of the Attorney 
General in the case specified in the statute 
to attend the trial before the jury, but to 
assist in the prosecution. His services are 
not limited to consultations and advice, but 
include whatever assistance may be desirable 
and beneficial to the prosecution. 


‘ Jf Mr. Barrett is unfamiliar with this case, 
he will find it in People vs. Looney, decided in 
1924—-almost a quarter century ago. The citation 
is 314 Illinois 150. - 

The Attorney General could not shut the 
elected State’s Attorney out of a grand jury 
room or otherwise summarily exclude him from 
trial proceedings. This is made clear in the 
1940 Flynn decision. But Mr. Barrett has, every 
right and a sworn duty to go into this Peoria 


‘situation and make: it plain to Roy Hull why 


he is not the man to be prosecuting one of his 
fellow defendants. 

If George F. Barrett does not now move, only 
one conctusion adds up. This is that it would 
be embarrassing for him politically, as he seeks 
a third term, to take any part in the investiga- 
tion and prosecution of the graft and bribery 
of officials by the gambling rings that run the 
government of Illinois. 
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How We Look to the Russians 


The Russian press has a lot of fun describing 
the Wnited States. We are,pictured as a nation 
featuring Reno divorces, child murderers, ad- 
dicts to lurid comic books and radio programs, 
and the homeland of 600,000 women alcoholics. 
We also buy and sell infants, practice race dis- 
crimination and suffer from mass illiteracy. 

All this is done, of course, with the Bolshevik 
cleverness mixing truths, half-truths and falla- 
cies, and with customary distortion as through a 
a defective mirror. But often the Reds score 
direct hits. As* reported by the New York 
Times: 

Pravda recently joined in (the criticism 
of the U.S.A.) with a piece chortling over 
the “rush” of draft-age youths to get mar- 
ried before registration took place. 

And well may Pravda chortle over this 
stampede to the altar. It shows that many 
American youths have little or no sense of the 
obligations of citizenship. To avoid honorable 
service, many of them are rushing into mar- 
riages that no doubt will shortly be on the rocks. 
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The Right of Self-Defense 

The rights of an American citizen accused in 
a court of the United States are carefully speci- 
fied and. as a rule, zealously respected. He is 
informed of the charge against him; he is en- 
titled to the help of a lawyer in preparing ‘his 
defense: he is entitled to call witnesses, and to 
confront and cross-question those called against 
him, and so on. From the very beginning, these 
rights have been deemed essential to justice. 

It is a very different story, however, when 4 
citizen is called before a congressional investi- 
gating committee. Nothing has demonstrated 
this more painfully than the summer's work of 
the House Committee on Un-American Activi- 
ties. Perhaps the rules of law never were made 
applicable to such committees because their 
members never were expected to act, in effect, 
as trial courts. But such a committee can con- 
demn an individual every bit’ as effectively as 
can a judge and jury. It may not be able to 
impose penalties as those are handed down from 
the bench, but the effects of a committee “eon- 
viction” may work equally severe hardships. 

Under these circumstances, citizens in whom 
such a committee takes an interest certainly are 
entitled to greater protection of their civil rights 
than they now enjoy. A realization of this in- 
duced Senator Lucas of Illinois early in the year 
to propose a sort of bill of rights for committee — 
witnesses. It would have forbidden the publica- 
tion of charges against an individual before he 
had been informed of them and had been given 
an opportunity to reply: 

It would have allowed him to submit a state- 
ment in his defense which would have been pub- 
lished as part of the committee's record. It 
would also have given him the right to be heard 
of counsel. Further, it would have permitted 
him to cal] witnesses in his behalf, and to cross-

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| Reaction in Georgia 

Herman Talmadge, the demagogue son of a 
demagogue father, has been nominated for Gov- 
ernor in Georgia by a substantial majority of 
the popular votes. In the violent reaction from 
fear of federal civil rights legislation, one- 
gallused, venom-spouting Herman did not re- 
quire the assistance of the county-unit election 
svstem which makes a vote in the cracker 
counties worth as many as 10 votes in the more 
enlightened cities. 


The nominee is pledged to find means to 
stop Negroes from voting in Georgia regardless 
of what laws Congress may enact. The in- 
genuity of Tory Georgians in this field was dem- 
onstrated yesterday when election officials in 
some polling places went on a slowdown strike 
against accepting the ballots of Negroes, limit- 
ing them to three per hour, while moving white 
voters through the line promptly. 


Less delicate methods included the burning 
of fiery crosses in the Negro sections of Georgia 
towns and open threats against the safety of 
Negroes who might dare exercise their right to 
vote. These are not mere idie threats. In 
more than one case Negroes who have disre- 
garded the warning have been promptly mur- 
dered, with no punishment of the killer. 


In Taylor county, Private Macy Snipes, who 
thought he had earned the right to vote by his 
service on foreign battlefields, was murdered 
the day after he voted, and his family was in- 
timidated until it migrated to Ohio. 


Opponents of federal civil rights legislation 
argue that the Constitution makes the individual 
states the judges of the voting qualifications of 
their citizens. But it does not give them the 
right to violate other specific civil rights pro- 
visions of the Constitution in so doing. 

The Constitution specifically authorizes Con- 
gress to limit a state’s representation in the 
House of Representatives in proportion to the 
state’s exclusion of its citizens from the polls. 
This is a penalty made to order and it should 
have been invoked long ago.

Israel Adopts P.R. 


It is too bad that the new state of Israel has 
decided to adopt proportional representation. We 
print the details in an article under the cartoon 
today. P.R., so dear to the. professorial mind, 
has been the curse of European parliamentar- 
ianism. It helped to undermine thé stability of 
the Weimar Republic. It is a potent factor in 
the French cabinet crisis of today and in the 
innumerable French cabinet crises of the past. 
P.R. encourages the splintering of the voters 
into numerous groups—as contrasted to the 
American two-party system—and often makes 
government unworkable without unhappy com- 
promises to attain a workable coalition. 
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Mock Air War Over Britain 

Four days and nights of simulated air war 
over the British Isles have ended with theoreti- 
cal devastation of London and the wiping out of 
four big industrial centers. The maneuvers 
involved the entire Royal Air Force and a goodly 
number of our B-29s and jet fighters. Britain's 
anti-aircraft network, including radar, guns and 
civil defense corps, was tested. The enemy, 
designated as a European power, was assumed 
to have dropped ordinary bombs—not atomic— 
and yet the defense took a terrible beating. 

So it appears that the old adage, “Some of the 
bombers always get through,” held good with a 
vengeance. Air Marshal Sir William Elliott, 
commanding the fighter forces, had said before 
the maneuvers began: “I feel safe in saying 
that our newest British jet fighters can cope 
with any bombers—regardless of type—partici- 
pating in this.exercise.” 

Can it be that jet fighters, because of their 
extremely short operational range and inability 
to stay long in the air, and because their ma- 
chine guns can’t fire fast enough for their speed, 
are ‘way behind the big bomber? If so, that 
must mean that the United States is more 
vulnerable to attack than many persons had 
thought. _ 

However, if the best British and American 
interceptors are unable to knock down their 
own strategic air power, what chance do the 
Russian interceptors have unless they are 
superior to ours? So there may be a lesson 
for Stalin as well as for Britain and America 
in the maneuvers. 
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Radio for Railroads 


The Long Island Railroad deserves the wide- 
spread notice it will receive for installing micro- 
wave beam radio for its communications and the 
operation of its switches and signals.

The final step in the emergence of Israel 
as a sovereign state will probably be taken 
during the, second week in November. Bar- 
ring an intensified resumption of warfare, 
Israel's men and women will cast their 
ballots in the first general election, 

For several weeks an 11-member parlia- 
mentary committee of the Provisional 
State Council has been drafting election 
plans. Everyone in Israel wants an elec- 
tion quickly. All parties feel that it will 
give the Government a new sense of stabil- 
ity, that it will hasten de jure diplomatic 
recognition by foreign states and that it 
will enhance Israel's opportunity to become 
a member of the United Nations. 

Out of numerous factional proposals the 
committee has fashioned a set of election 
requirements which, if adopted in toto by 
the State Council, will guarantee a gen- 
uinely democratic ballot. 

The franchise will be extended to all 
males and females of 18 years of age. Be- 
cause Israel gs yet has no citizenship law, 
any person—Jewish, Christian or Arab— 
who signifies his intention of residing in 
the state will be enfranchised. There will 
be no literacy or property-ownership re- 
quirements, no poll tases to restrict the 
ballot. Jf 


A Multitude of Parties

THE RISING SUN IN THE PACIFIC, by Semuel Eliot 
Morison. (Little, Brown & Co., 411 Pages, $6.00.) 
The third volume of the “History of 
United States Naval Operations in World 
War II” continues with excellent success 
the difficult task of relating interestingly 
and in plain language the story of the 
fighting our men, ships and planes went 
through from Pearl Harbor to V-J day. 
The author, who is the Johnathan Trum- 
bull Professor of American History at. 
Harvard, was commissioned in the Naval 
Reserve early in 1942 with the sole duty of 
preparing this 13-volume history of which 

eight will cover the war against Japan. 


In this book considerable attention is 
given to the sinking of the Panay and 
other “incidents” that led to the Pacific 
war. The attack on Pearl Harbor is told 
in Chapter V with not a dull line on any 
one of the 47 pages. Part II takes up “The 
Philippines and Nearby Waters,” including 
the invasion of the islands, the fall of 
Guam and the Jap landings in Malaya. 
Part ITT, called “Out from Pearl,” discusses 
the confused and hurried two weeks that 
followed Dec: 7 and the heroic defense and 
fall of Wake. Part IV, “Defense of the 
Malay Barrier,” begins with the Abda com- 
mand (American, British, Dutch, Austral- 
ian) and consolidation in Java, tells of the 
fighting at Balikpapan, the battle of the 
Java Sea, fighting in the Indian Ocean, 
and ends with the Halsey-Doolittle raid on 
Tokyo. 


The story of how the Wake Island defend- 
ers were almost saved by a relief force sent 
out.by Admiral Kimmel, and then counter- 
manded by Admiral Pye after Kimmel was 
relieved from duty, 
is one of the unhap- 
piest stories told in 
the book. Ag Mori- 
son describes it: “It 
is evident that the 
failure to relieve 
Wake resulted from 
poor seamanship and 
a want of decisive 
action.” And when 
the Saratoga was re- 
called: “Marine avi- 
ators, all set to fly 
to the rescue of their 
fellows, cursed and 
even wept with vex- 
ation and  disap- 
pointment. Admiral Fitch afterwards said 
that the talk was so mutinous that he had 
to retire from the bridge—especially ag he 
felt that way himself.” 

The destruction ‘later of most of the 
United States Asiatic Fleet is another tale 
of hopeless heroism for the most part. As 
Morison writes: “Nevertheless, the forti- 
tude of that fleet in the face of almost 
certain disaster inspired the rest of the 
Navy in the 40 months of war that fol- 
lowed, and its exploits will always be held 
in proud and affectionate remembrance.”

The report to the President by 
Oscar Ewing, Federal Security. 
Administrator, said a standard of 
45 genera] hospital beds for each 
1000 population was rated as the 
minimum acceptable. In 1946, the 
latest year for which the Federal 
Government could get complete 
figures, Missouri had 3.5 per 1000. 

Indicating need for federal hos- 
pitalization insurance, the report 
listed state records in voluntary 
insurance. In January, this year, 
it said, 26.3 per cent of Missouri's 
population was enrolled in Blue 
Cross hospital plans. 

About 150 doctors per 100,000 
population and 71.4 dentists per 
100,000 were listed as acceptable 
standards. In 1940 there were 714 
persons for each physician and 
1651 for each dentist in Missouri. 
In 1946 in Missouri 78.2 per 
cent of all births took place in 
hospitals, the study shows. Infant 
deaths pér 1000 live births in Mis- 
souri that year were 33. Maternity 
deaths per 1000 live births in Mis- 
souri were 1.6.

The St. Louis pastor 
said the general seemed to be per- 
fectly calm and did not anticipate 
an early war.

URGED FOR ST. LOUIS 


Former Mayor of Eastern City 
Proposes Heavy Cut in 
Levy on Buildings. 


St. Louis should adopt the Pitts- 
burgh plan of taxation, which 
levies a heavy tax on land but 
slashes the rate on buildings and 
sbolishes all other taxes, William 
Ti. McNair, former mayor of the 
Pennsylvania city, said here to- 
day. He spoke at a luncheon 
meeting at the Mark Twain Hotel 
gponsored by the Henry George 
@chodl of Social Science. 

“he Pittsburgh graded tax, as 
it is called, encourages new build- 
ing, discourages speculation in 
land and helps shift the tax bur- 
den from small home owners to 
wealthy land owners, he asserted. 

“As I go around St. Louis,” Mc- 
Nair said, “I find there are plenty 
of good locations for housing proj- 
ects or for individual homes, but 
they are standing idle. What dis- 
courages people from building on 
these convenient spots, so well 
“supplied with all the facilities 
necessary for comfortable homes” 
Might it not be the fact that if 
anybody built on these vacant 
lots, he would have to pay a heavy 


tax on the building until it is torn | 


down or burned up?” 

Pittsburgh taxes land values 
$28 per $1000, but its rate on 
buildings is only $14, he pointed 
éut, adding that under the pro- 
gram started in 1931, Pittsburgh 
“untaxed” industry by exempting 
all raw materials, finished prod- 
ucts and machinery from taxa- 
tion. 

McNair served as Mayor of 
Pittsburgh from 1935 to 1936, and 
is now ‘seeking re-election to the 
Pennsylvania Legislature.

efforts of his family to help him; 
the generosity of the condemned 
men who gave him his fare. 


One senses also the dead, inhu- 
man weight of a political system 
which has grown beyond the pow- 
ers of the men who created it to 
control. Fear and suspicion gnaw 
at the heart of this system, so that 
Peter was cOndemned to the living 
death of Siberia merely because 
he visited the embassy of the 
country of which he was a citizen. 

This fear and suspicion are 
clothed and concealed in a bu- 
reaucracy so monstrously inhu- 
man that it can take no account 
of human beings alive, but must 
carefully record their finger prints 
when dead; and so ponderous that 
years may pass between the giving 
of an order and its carrying out. 

Certainly Peter’s story suggests 
some of the reasons why every 
year thousands of Soviet citizens 
risk death to flee.to the West. It 
also suggests that the widespread 
conception of the Soviet system 
as a valid and viable alternative 
to the free way of life is one of 
history’s strangest and cruellest 


myths.

' French Polishing. 
RANCE is.famous for its cook- 
ing, its fashion designers and

polishing. 

French polishing gives a beau- 
tiful finish but it takes time and 
so you don’t run into it much 
these days. It is applied to wood 
aftet the wood has been sanded 
smooth and stained if a change in 
color is desired. If the wood has 
an open grain, a filler is required. 
After this’ a thin coat of clear 
shellac is applied. When this. is 
dry, take a piece of cotton, dip it 
in clear shellac and then wrap it 
up in a piece of linen free of lint. 
Put a few drops of linseed oil on 
the linen and rub this over the 
surface with a circular motion. 
Apply additional drops of linseed 
oil to the rubber from time to

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At Least That's Comedian Joe E. Lewis's Story—Here as Entertainer for First ‘Time

OE E. LEWIS can’t get over 

the fact that in appearing at 

the Starlight Roof of Hotel 
Chase, he’s playing at a place 
where there are no. long green 
felt-topped tables and no places 
where a gentleman may make @ 
modest wager. ; 

“Imagine me, working at a place 
where there’s no gambling,” he 
said with wonderment. “Why, at 
the end of the week I'll get all my 

I guess I'll have to throw 


it away on food and annuities and 


things like that.” 

“How ‘long did you work at that 
one place, Joe, and how much did 
you owe them when you left?” a 
friend asked. 

“It was 18 weeks,” he said sad- 
ly. “Eighteen weeks and $5000. 
That was the reason my wife 
divorced me,” he added. “You 
know she named Citation as chr- 
respondent. She got alimony. and 
I got the custody of the book- 
makers.” 

Amidet all this patter and chat- 
ter were some grains of truth. 
Lewis’s wife; movie starlet Martha 
Stewart, had just divorced him, 
reputedly for wis wagering weak- 
ness. He has just come from 
Saratoga (“It was grand, in fact 
eight grand,” he told opening 
nighters), is on his way to Las 
Vegas, and it is no mere coin- 
cidence that most of his engage- 
ments are at places where a 
friendly game of chance may be 
found. Whether he could manage 
to lose all his salary is debatable, 
and would be a major accomplish- 
ment, since he is*probably the 
highest paid night club enter- 
tainér in the country, the highest 
paid ever to appear at the Chase, 
topping the incomparable salary 
of the incomparable Hildegarde, 
Dwight Fiske, and others. 


As a comedian, Lewis is both a 
leader and a legend. While the 
average showgoer may vary in his 
comedy tastes from subtle panto- 
mime to custard pies in the kisser, 
the average comedian is more con- 
stant, and Lewis is his top funny- 
man. He has held forth for as 
long as a year at a time at the 
Trocadero in Hollywood, playing 
to a galaxy gallery every night, 
and his shows at the Copacabana 
in New York are as essential in a 
visiting star’s schedule as press 
conferences. 

Just what there is about Lewis 
that has made him the comedy 
leader is hard to analyze. His ma- 
terial is good but repeated word 
for word not hilarious. His song 
parodies are witty double entendre 
but so are those of dozens of 
third-rate cocktail lounge enter- 
tainers. He has what comedians 
call “a good face,” a curled-up 
mouth and superstructure nose, 
but no funnier than the lush at 
the nearby table. Probably most 
important, he has the air of an

average little guy, plus the mas- 
terful timing of a veteran enter- 
tainer. 

“T’'ve been living out of two 
trunks since I was a kid,” he says. 
“Two trunks all my life. I ran 
away from home when I was 16. 
It runs: in the family. I had a 
brother ran away from home 
when he was 49. My brother Eric. 
He was so honest he worked in a 
Turkish bath for two years and 
never took one.” 


In between gags, you gather 
that Lewis’s career began in Phila- 
delphia where he’d gone from his 
New York home to try out for an 
amateur show. Instead he teamed 
up with Johnny Black, song writer 
who wrote “Dardanella.” Black 
didn’t know his junior partner had 
never been on a stage in his life 
and Joe didn’t tell him. 

“He used to play and I'd sing 
a medley of his songs like, 
‘Who Did You Fool After All, 
Dear?’ and ‘Who'll Be The Next 
One To Cry Over You,” said 
Lewis. ' 

The travels of Black and Lewis 
led them to Chicago where they 
split up over Black’s unfortunate 
habit of spreading out stiffly be- 
fore the evening’s show was over. 
Lewis took a job as a single act, 
principally to get train fare back 
to New York. It was at a club 
called the Midnight Frolics, where 
Austin Mack, now Lewis’s accom- 
panist, had a band, and his broth- 
er, Roy Mack, produced the shows.. 

“Roy put me on as a master of 
ceremonies and that’s when I 
started my first comedy routines,” 


Lewis says. “I ended up staying 
there a year. By that time Id 
been getting a load of this cafe 
work, eat for nothing, drink for 
nothing, and get paid, too, and I 
thought, ‘Who wants to put that 
make-up on and go on the 
stage?’” 

Lewis didn't, so he stayed in Chi- 
cago and shortly was a headline 
cafe attraction, so mich so that 
it led to a near-murder, and a 
scar on his cheek that he didn’t 
get at Heidelburg. He was play- 
ing at the Green Mill, a club 
owned by one Machine Gun Jack 
McGuen, Another club offered him 
more money and he wanted to 
leave; McGurn protested. 

“I became an issue,” Lewis says 
happily. 
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HE results weren't quite so 
T nepry. McGurn’s men left him 

for dead, with a broken head 
and a razor-slashed tongue. He 
spent months in the hospital and 
had to learn to talk again. 

“But I got even,” is his classic 
retort. “I wrote them a nasty 
letter.” 

Eventually Lewis made his 
comeback, and finally his break 
into the big time when Frank 
Fay quit the Trocadero after an 
argument and Lewis was hired as 
a last-minute replacement. His 
success with Hollywood and New 
York audiences put him in the 
enviable position of being able to 
choose his engagements and now 
he works a regular circuit of a 


few favorite spots, and no others. 
A har@ man to pin down, the 
local ‘Management has been re- 
questing him for 10 years, and a 
New York theater has had a con- 
tract with him for five years 
which he keeps eluding because 
he prefers the easy night club 
routine. On the other hand, in 
the early days of the war, he was 
one of the first entertainers to do 
an overseas tour; he and his ac- 
companist, Austin Mack, went to 
New Guinea in 1943. 

Working with no apparent rou- 
tine, Lewis gives the impression 
of ad libbing his entire show. 

‘IT just plan the opening num- 
ber,” he says, “and sometimes I 
change that.” 


Actually his cues are supplied 
by his balding, studious looking, 
hornrimmed-spectacled accompan- 
ist, who has been with him since 
his Chicago days and _ senses 
what songs he is working up to 
and when he wants the opening 
chords. Frequently, especially when 
in his cups, Lewis’s shows go on 
and on and on. 

One night at Saratoga he kept 
a large, elaborate show waiting 
for three hours while he kept an 
audience in constant laughter. 
Finally the featured dancer, a 
Spanish girl who spoke no English 
but had a command of choice 
profanity, ripped off sqme fiery 
phrases, then ripped “off her 
clothes and walked out. On an- 
other occasion, he was called into 
the Copacabana-to do a substitute 
show for Peter Lind Hayes, who 
was ill. He had promised to do 


only two shows and became itri- 
tated when at the 12 o’clock show, 
he was told there'd be a 3 o'clock 
show. 

“There won't be any three 
o'clock show,” he told them, grim- 


ly. 

“IT went on at 12 o’clock and 
stayed on,” he laughs in the tell- 
ing. “The chorus girls were run- 
ning back and forth, changing 
costumes. ‘Get ready for the mid- 
die number, kids,’ I'd tell them, 
and then, ‘No, I guess you'd better 
get ready for the finale.” 
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INALLY Lewis found it neces- 
sary to leave the floor tempo- 

' Yrarily but so they, couldn’t end 
the show, he called Phil Regan up 
from the audience to sing. Regan 
had barely finished a chorus when 
the management switched out the 
lights and started the dance 
music. Lewis emerged like a mad 
bull, turned over tables and chairs, 
and upbraided them for ending 
his show, He’d been on only three 
hours and 45 minutes. 

“Another time Winston Rocke- 
feller came through Chicago and 
stopped by to see me,” he recalls. 
“T told him to wait tfll I finished 
my show and we'd go out and do 
the town. He said okay but he 
had to get an early morning train 
to California. I decided to do two 
shows in one and make it a long 
one, and when I got back, Winnie 
was gone and there was a note an 
the table. ‘When you get off the 
floor,’ it read, “I'll be in ali- 
fornia.’” 

Whether they've ever seen Lewis 
or not, most night-clubbing people 
have heard his material via his 
copyists or what he calls his 
“road companies,” who do such 
things as his song parody, “Sam, 
You Made the Pants Too Long,” 
or such quips as, “Frank Sinatra 
would make a good advance man 
for a famine,” or; his more typical, 
“I follow the horses—and the 
horses I follow follow the horses.” 

Lewis scorns the comedy 
pilferers and doesn’t have too 
much regard for the mechanical 
gagmen of the day. He admires 
most stich comedians as Groucho 
Marx and the late W. C. Fields 
and considers’ Peter Lind Hayes 
the only hope of up and coming 
comics. 

He himself relies a great deal 
on ad libbing, but he buys and dis- 
cards endless material and gives 
even his most casual-seeming 
comedy «4 ¢areful screening. 

“IT have to be careful,” he said 
in one of his few serious moments. 


“The way I look at it, I’ve got this ,' 
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fellow Joe E. Lewis on my hands. 
I have to treat him nice, buy him 
new songs now and then, feed 
him, and take care of him. In 
return he makes a nice living for 
me and lets me play the horses. I 
intend taking good care of the 
guy.”
